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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Amendment filed 3/10/06 has been entered and considered by the Examiner. Currently, claims 1- 
34 are pending in the instant application. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/1 0/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In regard to Applicant's argument that Nakayama fails to teach a light-integrating element, the 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. The Applicant's specification states that the light integrating may 
comprise a light scattering layer (page 8 lines 7-1 1) and continues to explain that this light scattering layer 
may comprise a reflective property (pages 8 lines 19-22): Nakayama teaches a light integrating element 
(2) that is comprised of reflective layers (column 4 lines 55-64). Therefore, Nakayama's reflective layer is 
considered to met the claimed recitation. 

In regard to Applicant's argument that Tokito fails to teach inclusions dispersed in a matrix 
wherein the refractive indexes of the inclusions are different from those of the matrix, the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. In column 5 lines 54-65, Tokito teaches the multi-layers may be made from a 
combination of elements, such as Ti0 2 and Si0 2 . These have two different refractive indexes 1 .

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In regard to Applicant's argument that the prior art of record fails to teach the light integrating 
layer comprises a plastic matrix loaded with Ti02, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. Dodabalapur 
teaches the light integrating element comprises a plastic layer (column 4 lines 1-9) and Tokito teaches a 
light integrating layer with Ti02, a white pigment 2 , dispersed therein (column 5 lines 54-65). 

In view of the above, the prior art of record disclose all the limitations set forth in the current 
application.
